Shatter's Men Encounter the Span- 


iards In Ambush. 


THIRTEEN 
AMERICANS 
KILLED 


AND FIFTEEN WOUNDED. 


Washington. June 25 -Special—The American troops 


now hold the table lands commanding the city and harbor of 
Santiago. The advance from Daiquiri was intercepted about 
five miles from Santiago by a force of 2,000 Spaniards con- 
cealed in a thick undergrowth. 
The Spaniards had much the 


best of the position and were double the number of the 
Americans, but the latter made a spirited attack, and after 
considerable loss drove the enemy from their cover. 
Fifty 


Americans were wounded and thirteen killed. Among the 
latter were Capt. Allyn K. Capron and Sergeant Hamilton 
Fish, Jr., the latter a grandson of the late secretary of state 
of the United States. 
Both were members of Theodore 


Roosevelt's Rough Riders, and were esteemed as brave men. 
The Spanish loss was over a hundred in killed and wounded. 
The American troops behave splendidly. There was no sign 
of wavering along the line even when the men were falling 
thickly about, pierced by bullets from an invisible foe whose 
numbers could only be conjectured.

Complimented For Bravery 


Playa del Este, June 25—Special—Gen. Shafter has per. 


sonally complimented Roosevelt's Rough Riders and the men 
of the First and Tenth cavalry for bravery when ambuscaded 
by a tuperior force yesterday, resulting in the death of Sergt. 
Hamilton Fish, Capt. Capron, and fifteen others. 
The 


American force was met Avith a terrible fire frcm the enemy 
concealed in the shrubbery," but without hesitation they 
sprang in the thickets and engaged tha Spaniards in a hand- 
to-hand fight. The Spanish fell-before the onslaught and re- 
tired toward Santiago. 
The Rough Riders and cavalry were 


advance guard of Shafter's army marching to Santiago. The 
first warning of the enemy's prtsence came in the shape of a 
volley, which sent several skirmishers down. A little detach 
ment returned the fire fiercely, and sprang behind trees until 
the main body came up. They rushed right into the death 
trap with a cheer, led by Col. Wood and Teddy Roosevelt. 
Volley after volley they poured into the Spanish lines as they 
advanced, forcing them out of the thicket where the main 
battle was fought. After a brief but fierce engagement the 
Spaniards fled precipitately. 
When Hamilton Fish fell far in 


the lead the Spaniards made an attempt te capture his body, 
but with a rush his companions overwhelmed the Span- 
iards, killing several and forcing thp others to flee. The 
American soldiers are wild to make the Spaniards pay dearly 
for their comrades'-death, and from now on it will be a steady 
battle until Santiago capitulates. 
The number of Spaniards 


killed is not known, but must be great.

ATTACK ON SPANISH SEABOARD 


NOT SERIOUSLY CONSIDERED, 


Washington, June 25—Special—The renewed assurance 


from Berlin that Gei many will maintain a strict neutrality 
during the pending conflict is received here with much satis- 
faction. 
It is intimated [that the German naval 
com- 


mander at Manila, whose course has created so much appre- 
hension, has been acting upon his' own responsibility, and 
^ylll be called to account by the minister of marine. It is be- 
lieved that there will be no further ground for complaint on 
his account, and Admiral Dewey and Gen. Merritt will be 
permitted to pursue their own course relative to the govern- 
ment of the conquered territory. 


No Attack on the Mainland. 


Washington, June 25—Special—There is much talk here 


of a possible naval expedition against the seacoast cities of 
Spam. 
It is learned from those in the confidence of the ad- 


ministration that no such movement is contemplated at pres- 
ent. 
Every effort will be directed towards driving the Span- 


iards from Cuba, Porto Rico and the Philippines. These 
purposes having been accomplished it is believed Spain will 
sue for peace and will be granted any reasonable terms that 
may^be demanded. Only in case of^the enemy being obdurate 
will the cities on the mainland be attacked. This resort, it 
is believed, will not be necessary. 


Shafter's Plans. 


Washington, June 25—Special—It is admitted here to- 


day that Shaftei's plans are substantially those outlined in 
these dispatches several days ago, He will occupy the 
heights around the city, and from there shell the city and 
Cervera's fleet. Sampson will also attack from the sea, and 
keep Doth the forts and fleet busyr It is believed that there 
can be no escape for Cervera, and the garrisons of the forts 
must either perish or surrender. 


Cubans Are All Bight. 


Washington June 25—Special—The smallness of the 


Cuban force that has joined Shafter's army of invasion does 
not occasion anxiety here. 
It is known that the main body 


of the insurgents is located to the westward of Santiago and 
is so placed as to intercept reinforcements for the beleaguer- 
ed city. 
There is constant communication between this force 


and Shafter, and the two armies are acting in unison. 


Moving on Santiago. 


Off Santiago, June 25—Special—Our troops are expect- 


ed to storm the outside intrenchments east of Santiago to- 
morrow, and will be at the very gates of the city before sun- 
down. 
A junction has been formed with six thousand Cub- 


ans. 
Light batteries are now being moved to Santiago.
